The scheme to which we refer 
was formulated by the Standard 
Oil Company at a boom period for 
the purpose of providing for the 
inevitable slump, this being made 
quite clesr to the officers and men 
af the Company's vessels at the 
time of its inception. Briefly. the 
scheme was the setting sside of 
large sama for the provision of 
bonusas for the employees afloat, 
awards being made on the follow- 
ing eight points, as covering the 
whole field of wautical effi- 
ciency: Careful navigation, as 
proved by freadam from accidents; 
efficiency ia operation: efficiency 
in the engine room; economy in 
repairs on deck; economy in 
repairs below; the manner in 
which the ship is kept op in 
port and, at sea: freedom from 
waste in the use of atores; freedom 
from waste in the use of 
provisions. In order to prevent 
abuse under. any of these 
headings,,"particularly in the 
matter of the food supplied to she 
etew, the Company had one “or 
two seniof officials at -the ter- 
minal pointe “of its steamers, 
and found+ thie lsystem em- 
inently satisfactory. in spite 
of the extra salaries incurred. 
The fixing‘of the. various details 
took a long time and meant in- 
Gnite trouble for a large staff, bur 
eventually the company of each 
vassel knaw just what standard 
they had toliveupto. Ofcourse. 
soma of the economy. had to ba 
practised with care; for instance, 
each ship’was piven a stand- 
ard speed and a standard 
fuel consumption, and if 
the ship did particularly well in 
one the chances were that it had 
made @ poor showing with the 
other. The system of a standart 
applicable to every branch where 
economy. could be practised ap- 
pears to have been adhered to— 
lubricating oil, fael, repairs under 
various classifications, etc. The 
persuune!? of the vea-ela ap- 
pears to have entered into 
the scheme wholeheartedly, and 
the G.$300,000 which was 
divided at the end of the period | 
went to sbout two-thousand 
officers and men in varying pro- 
portions, the maximun amount 
allowed to be so earned by the 
navigating and engineer officers 
being 25 per cent, of their full pas, 
and in the case of deck and engine 
room hands, ten percent. Thare 
ara—alao-additional_amounts_al-_ 
flowable to ships which apecially 
distinguish themselves in any or 
all of the eight points of econonry 
and efficiency.

The.fleet of the Standard Oil 
Company varies immensely both 
in size, age, clase and work as- 
signed, and all thesa points have 
been carefully taken into.account 
in considering the parformances of 
each ship, Were all things even, 
the big tankers tumed out by the 
best. American yards after’ the 
Armistice, and travelling “like 
trains slong their assigned routes, 
would have nothing to fear from 
smalt ships Isnnched in the 
‘eighties and ‘‘nineties, which 
find their way into all 
sotts of. odd corners of the 
globe where conditions make effi- 
cient rdnning practically impos- 
sible. However, these factors ara 
all allowed for in the conditions 
and standards set at the beginnias 
of the gear, or at whatever period 
changing circumstances may 
dictate, and it is noteworthy that 
the ship’ which did best is a 
rormar Hun of no great size 
launched before the war, while 
the smallest ship in the fleet ran 
her a good second. 

That. very briefy, is the outlina 
of-a scheme which the Standard 
Oit Company has tried with its 
vessels, and though, as has been 
stated, the first year’a work- 
ing cost G.$300,000, the Com- 
pany. with this resols of a 
practical experiment (worth many 
times roore than all of tha theorg 
in the world), has come to the 
conclusion that the money was 
well invested in that it has saved 
a much larger amount, and in 
addition bas pat inte the pockets 
of tho officers and men of the 
ships, many very welcome dollars. 

Woe are not suggesting that the 
scheme as has been outlined is 
applicable in alt of its’ details to 
the China Cuast; at the same 
time it would be idle to deny or 
to ignore the fact that on this 
cous: the various vessels are no 
better than other vessels as re- 
gards wastefulness, much of 
which, though not unreasonable, 
may at the same time be more 
er less avoidable, and the 
very tangible, saccessful and 
generally satisfactory results 
achieved by the Standard Oil 
Company ar, we venture to state, 
a sufficient-reason te jastify such 
a triat on China Coast vessels, 
Such a trial might prova as 
satisfactory as the one referred 
to, in any casa it could result in 
‘no harm, and would very probably 
be the means of adding to the 
remuneration of the personnel 
and to the dividends of the share- 
holders. 

Discussing the need for greater 
co-operation between officers 
and owners,a Homecontemporary 
very pertinently states that " cir- 
cumstances hava greatly changed 
since the owner of a tall ship 
went down to thé quay to speed 
her on her voyage, and at tha 
end nf it entertained ber captain 
in his office over a glaas of sherry 
and-a biscuit.

THE NEW REGIME IN INDIA, 


The boycott campaigo against fereign-made clothes 
which Mr. Gandhi and the brothers Ali are waging with 
considerable energy calls attention to the trend of events 

' in India. Some months have now elapsed sine the 
Montagn-Chelmsford reforms were put into operation, so 
that a preliminary stock-taking relative to the reception of 
the new order of things becomes pussible. Considering the 
hindrances in so large a country, particularly when a 
fanatical body of obstructionists sets te work to aggravate 
them, the progress achieved may fairly be described as 
noteworthy. ‘The Legislatures inaugurated under the 
scheme are functioning, and the native members are 
exhibiting beth understanding and keenness inthe perform- 
ance of-their duties. In regard tu the antogonistre factor, 
the Swaraj (independence) movement, the evidence ison the 
whole reassuripg.. The retiring Viceroy, tudeed. was so 
sanguine as to treat the Non-Co-Operation campaign as 
something in the nature of uv fiasco, and we notice that 
views not dissimilar. if they do not go so far, have been 
expressed by distinguished Indians. Perhaps these high 
authorities permitted themselves to indulge in some slight 
excess of optimism. for Noa-Co-Operation is still showing 
“upmistakable signs of animation. As a reasoned survey of 
the situation it would be more prudent to judge by the verdict 
of Sir A. F. Whyte. the President of the newly-vonstituted 

. Legislative Assembly, who regards the Swaraj body as an 
active force. though not one likely to attract the most stable 
elements. . 

So far as Mr. Gandhi's latest device is concerned. if 
it were adopted purely ‘for industrial reasons, one could 
understand the motive. though it be of doubtful wisdom. 
Only the other day Lord Willmgdon, the “Governor of 
Madras, spoke with approbation of Swadeshi, so far as it 
restricts itself to the business of encouraging native in- 
dustries. In this instance Mr. Gandhi and his associates 
appear to be actuated by a perverted sense of idealism. The 
* All-India Congress” leader advocates a spirit of universal 
brotherhood. yet everything noa-Indian is to be taboo. Mr. 

’- Gandhi has been frequently described as a visionary and 
an'eptbusiast. He has exhibited himself in this character,

“In onr issue of Satordsy last

That's all right as far asit 
goes, but it is scarcely fair to 
give excerpts of an article 
and contend by inference tha 
what “ Robert MaoWhirter” said 
was wholly in favour of the pre- 
sent regime of the neighbouring 
port. His assertion that, before 
wecan hone fora stable govern- 
ment in. Kwangtung. President 
Sun Yat-sen must go, was ignor- 
ed and so were other statements 
nature. “Rotert 
MacWhirter” said many things 
in his article that must have 
made uncomfortable reading for 
supporters of Sun Yat-sen, yet the 
Conon Times fails to reprint ona 
of them and gives to those of its 
readers who have oot, also seen 
our contributor’s full article the 
impression that he was a whole 
sale critic of Hongkong and a 
wholesale supporter of the present 
Kwangtung Goverment. That 
was not so and we wish to’ take 
this opportunity of saying it. 


An Inevitable Policy. 


The policy of this paper is, and 
we hope always will be, to give 
any two sides a bearing. When 
“Robert MacWhirter™ wrote 
what he did—even though he 
called into question Hongkong’s 
attitude towards Canton—we had 
no hesitation in giving it public- 
ity, We leave it to him to think as 
he likes. But we must point out 
that Hongkong, officially. has no 
option but to adopt the attitude 
it has adopted all through. This 
Government cannot recognise a 
government that is a rebel govern- 
ment in opposition to the re- 
qognised government at Peking. 
The whole matter begins and ends 
there. Whatever the members of 
the Hongkong Government think, 
does not come into the question at 
sll and it is foolish for anyone to 
question the attitude of men who 
cannot help themselves. For all 
that past bistory or subsequent 
happenings, might prove the 
Canton Government might be the 
very best Canton has ever had; 
it might be the very worst, but 
whichever way it is we all ought 
to recognise (the Cantonese and 
“Robert MacWhirter"’ included) 
that Hongkong has only one line 
to foHow :—that laid down for it 
by the Imperial Parliament's 
international relations. Canton 
is annoyed becavsecertain persons 
who are of the Peking party are 
allowed: to reside bere, but this 
Government is again the obedient 
subsidiary of its parent. So soon 
as Canton succeedsin Convincing 
the Powers that it is worthy of 
-ecognition and that jt is a 
government which ought to be 
admitted into the international 
scheme of things so soon will this 
Government become its ‘official 
friend. Until that time Hongkong 
is helpless and is forced to be 


devoid of either good intention orl 


and not in its deprecatory signification only. A certain 
ideal and a certain understanding of ways and means to- 
wards realising his goal are perceptible, as in 
the raising of funds (apparently quite honourably, so 
far as Mr.. Gandhi personally is concerned). The defect 
in the Non-Co-Operation protagonist's mental‘ equipment 
reveals itself in a lack. of the constructive faculty. He 
“would pull down a. carefully-reared structure without 
having any adequate, or even tangible, substitute available. 
Mr. Gandhi has lately. been engaged in a crusade for 
collecting a crore of rupees in connection with the Tilak 

. fund and for increasing the Congress membership’ propor- 
tionately. He declares that if the nation does not fully 
respond, the nation is not fit for Swaraj. ‘To this negative 
“extent, at any rate, it is likely that the nation will confirm 
“Mr. Gandhi's candid verdict. By a concordat, or, as some 
. would say, an alliance de concenunce, with the Mahommedan 
_ Jeaders” the Ali brothers, Mr. Gandhi has asserted himself 
sufficiently to occasion some disquietude, but om balance the

Slowly but surely—up a quart- 
er, then down. an eighth, 
up a littl more, than 
prebaps another rise; op and 
down but always on the 
upward trend—our dollar is in- 
creasing in value. Those who 
take an interest in such things 
(and who in a place where tha 
valoe of the local currency 
fluctuates as it does in Hongkong 
does not?) are beginning to sit up 
and take notice and speculate as 
to how high this time the dollar 
is going to ge. Everybody seems 
certain that we shall never see a 
vix shilling dollar. again and the 
Majority appear to be of the 
opinion that it will not rise mach 


.|above the three shilliang mark. 


Those fortunates who were in the 
Colony when the “nimble buck™ 
was in its zenith must have 
made quite a pot of money sod 
those people are now wondering 
if they are going to have achance 
to add more to their little pile 
and those who have only recently 
come to Hongkong are meditating 
on whst chance’ they have of in- 
creasing their banking accounts. 
Some of these who came to the 
Colony when ths exchange was 
high were reckoning on the dollar 
remaining somewhere about the 
four or five sLilling mark. Those 
disappointed ones are beginning 
to have a little hope again, but 
the general opinion seems to be 
that there will no: be a big rise 
unless we have another war or 
something of the kind, and I don’t 
think we want that to happen 
again. even for the privilege of 
getting another six bob dollar. 

It was owing to the high 
value of - local currency that 
Hongkong was spared the 
daily anguish of seeing the 
cost of living soar higher and 
higher. As the cost of the neces- 
sities of life increased the value 
of the dollar increased with it and 
although we were paying five or 
six shillings for what-we previ- 
ously purchased for hslf-a-crown 
we did not feel it because the 
money with which we paid had 
increased in value in proportion. 
The managerof one of the Colony’s 
largest stores told me the other 
day that although the goods 
which be is purchasing from 
Home have, within the last year 
or so, gone down to an ap- 
preciable extent be ia compelled 
oe be-same—tin-doltars)| 
now as he did when the cost price 
was double what it is at the pre 
sent time. We are now paying a 
great deal less than we were pay- 
ing, say, a year ago, but we don't 
notice it because wa have to lay 
ont the same number of dollarg 
and wo earn the same number of 
dollars a'month. We did not 
to any Jarge extent fee! the 
enormous rise in the cost of living 
and as the value of the dollar has 
decreased with it wa, have not 
noticed any fall. Certain com- 
modities which~come out from 
Homo and which bave not falfen 
iv price to any appreciable extent 
are of course, dearer to.us in 
Hongkong. As the manager 
pointed out, be previously bought 
an ‘article: for e sovereign and 
gave, say, four dollars for it. If 
he wanted to make e fifty per 
cent. profit on bis outlay He 
would have to sell it-at thirty 
shillings, which would be six 
dollars.
